proper medium  for thoe advertisement of
flquor lleerse notloes for the comlng year
arose. It & the reading of the law that the
advertisements shall be Inserted In the paper
having tho largest circulation in the coupty.
e a mieans of determining what paper was
fepally entitled to the notices and to prevent
costly mistakes by the llguor dealers the
following resolution was 4otroduced by Mayor
Mooroes:

Resolved, That for the purpose of ending
guch controversy amd loss of time the dif-
ferent publisl « of this county be Invited
by this boord to furnish statements under
oath of the clrenlation of sich sSeparate
edition of (Lelr newspapers; sald  state-
ments to boe addressed to this board and
dellvered 1o the clerk no later than De-
eembier 6, at & o'clock p, m.: salld state-
ments to cover only the aetual pald elrow-
Jation In Douglas county for a period of
three months ending November 30, 1807
these statemonts tp be glven to the clerk
of this bourd for the guldance of appll-
cants,

This effort to deal with all in an Impartiai
manner met with scant consideration at the
haads of the reform beard. It was at once
evident that the majority had no intention of
acting In the matter with any pretense of
falrneas, 1In splte of the express words of
the law that llcenses sholl appear in the
paper of largest cireulation the ss-called non-
partlean agpolntecs of Governor }lnl\uruh ut-
templed to declare the World-Herald to be
entitled to the publlcation of theés notlces
mwithput any testinjony whatever ds to Its
elroulation, Mayor Moor resolution was
yoted down by Commiseloners Herdman,
Gregory and Peabody—Hullard belng absent

The forcordained purpose of the board n
suppressing falr play was enmgphasized In a
resolution offered by Commissioner Herdmgn
and aftirmed by his two assoclates In the
Jasl previoug vole, as follows:

Mayor ‘Moores protestod against accopting
any clreulation siatement madl: two years
&go as holding good st present. The law,
bo sald, coutemplated the publication of no-
tices in’ the paper having the Inrgest clr-
culation at the thme of publieation and It
made no differince whatever what might
hiave been the clreulatlon of any paper two
years ago. Mayor Moorea' vote, however,
was the only one recorded against the Herd-
man resolution,

MERCHANDISE SLOT MACHINES.

Inirigurd to the incluslon of merchandis
slot machines in the order for thelr gen-
ernl’ suppression the chief of pollee sub-
mitted instructions which he had recelved
from Mayor Moorcs. It had been ginerally
felt that an Injustice wus done in aboligh-
ing machings which were merely automatie
wendors and in tho operatlon of which the
element of chancs did not enter.  The chier
in his interpretatlon of the order lissued
previously, had Included them in the gen-
aral abolition of the machines. The mayor's
Instructlons made an exception i theie re
gard and his view was upheld by the cn-
dorsement of the board, The mayor's ordir
was addressed to Hon, C. V. Gallagher, chlef
of police, and was as follows:

I am informed that you have
thd action of tha Board of Fire and Pollee
Commissloners at the lust mweeting in ref-
€rence to “nickel-in-the-slot’” mochines os
fnoluding all slot machines which do not
bave any clement of chanee about them
and that under such construction you
huve Ineluded telephone Instruments,
musle boxes and automatic solesa boxes
which have slot  attachments, but which
dellver cach time (o0 Che cusgtomer o cer-
taln  definite value, and that you have
ordered the pollee to remove them,

Any slol wachine which does not Involve
the element of chance I8 n legitimote en-
terprise, nnd the Hoard of Flre and Pollee
Commiszloners has no more powoer to order
them removed than It would to order a
busitiesa enterprige to run without clerks,
Any interforing with euch machinea would
ertiinly render the ofMicer so doing Nable
or any dumuage resulting from such Illu}, il
action,

You will therefore direct the
move only such “nplekel-in-the-slot* ma-
chines as are gombling devices and into
which the element of chance enters,

A resolution of endorsement was passed
dirooting the chief of police not to Interferc
with any slot machine In which there is no
element of chance,

Timely Topics Disoussed by the Olub at Its
Rezular Meeting,

POINTERS ON GOVERNMENT COF CITY

Mra. Rehilnender of Lineoln Tells Whnat
the Falr Sex Has Done to Nence
U'p the Nehraskn Sinte
Capltal.

The Woman's klub hae entertained out-of-
fown guests at every meoting this year, but
yesterdny It was favored in the presence of
several. M™rs, Rehlaender, president of the
Book Review c¢lub of Lincomn, made a con-
gralulatory speech from the platform and
Mra. Willlam Fléming of Tabor, la.,, and
Mrs. . 1. Martin of Fremont responded
gracefully from the floor.

The program for the day was presented
by the department of sooial science, Mrs.
Ella B, Perine leader. This departtment s
making a study of munliclpal goverrment
this year, using, with syme modifications,
the outline prepared by Mrx, W, L. G. Tay-
lor of the State university. Mrs. Rehlaender
stated that the course of study In municipal
government in her elub he:d at first included
the conslderation of the government of Eng-

lish and continental citles;, and that haviog
lenrned what had been done and what It

was poksible to do, the next concern of the
clars had been to know
ernment and the elvie clubs
Stated had accomplished, especially in
adelphia, Chleago dand Denver,

After three years of this study the club
felt moved to put some of its knowledge Into
practice and the City Improvement soclety
was organized. This association does
define the limits of ita work by a constitu-
tlon and It holds Iteelf free to
with the officials In anvthitig they may
urddertake forr the beneflt of the clty, seck-
Ing, meanwhile, a better understanding and
appreciation of any movement to that end
that may be contemplated. Mis. Rehlaendep
wild that the efforts of the commitices
sireots and alleys, health, Ul beards, ete.,
had been warmly commended by the oMelals,
notably by the health commizsicoers, who hag
publicly  stated that the Inglstence of the
women upon general eleanllness, and espe
clally upon the enforeement of the garbage
ordininee, had brought ebout the best eani-
tary conditions Lincoln had ever enjoyed. The
soolety stands also for the improvement of
sthool grounde, and a patroncgs with her as-
sistants plants trees, flls window boxes,
makes flower beds and beautifles in her own
way the surroundings of each school bullding.

Towne, presideat of the Vislting Nurses' as-
gociation, who deseribed the work of that as-
goclatlon under four divislons, namely: What
he have tried to do: what we have teiod tu
avold; cur diffoulties, and our ideal.

The program ineluded two capers, One by
Mrs, Belden, entitled “Spmme Munlelcal Ex-
periments,” deseribed certaln methods In use
In European eltles which might  well be
adopted elsewhere, The pollee system of
PParls and the sewage systemn of Berllu and
Glasgow were cited as examples. Mrs. Bel-
den’s pleture of a city, clean, beautiful and
econvenient, with municipal ownership of gas,
water and street transit, and withal, wiih
lower taxes than Omaha enjoys today, made
every woman echo the closing words of the
rpeaker: “May 1 be there to see.!” The other
paper was a resume  of the philanthrople
work of the club by Mrs. Hoobler, and |t
wae a sufficlent answer ta the criticlsm that
